She sald 
she had been requested by Deasso’s sis-

were at the hospital all morning, /& 
Mrs. Smith showed the greatest sor 
and seemed to direct the actions of the 
others. 

Mrs: Smith denied that she had evel 
been with or communidcated with her 
former husband since their separation, 
@xcept once when she. spoke to him 
on the street. 

"I have had nothing to do with my 
former husband for four years,” de- 
clared Mrs. Smith. ‘‘Last New Year’s 
Day I was going to visit my brother 
and niet Mr. Deasso on the street. I 
said ‘Hello, Pete,’ and he said ‘Hello.’ 
That is the only time we have met and 
we had no intention of resuming our 
former relations. 

“I came to the hospital because his 
sister asked me to come and take 
charge of matters. I know nothing of 
what his intentions might have been.’’ 

Deasso was revived occasionally, but 
the periods .of lucidity were brief. Dur- 
ing one of them he said that the shoot- 
ing was the result of a family quar- 
rel and that his wife had carried a pis- 
tol for several weeks, intending to use 
it on him. After making this much of 
a statement he relapsed into uncon- 
sciousness. 

The shooting took place in the bed- 
room of the Deasso home. 

Mrs. Deasso was arrested almost im- 
mediately. The first thing she said 
when Detective Keniley approached her 
was, “Did I kill him? No? Well, I'm 
sorry, for he intended to kill me and 
go away with his first wife.”’ 

According to her statement, Deasso, 
who is 90 years old, bad been divorced 
from his first wife-only a short while 
before he won his present wife's hand. 
They have been marrfed four years and 
have an adopted child, Joe, 3 years old. 

The first wife married Louis Smith 
a week after she was divorced 
from Deasso, but the couple separated, 
she returning to East St. Louis, where 
she lived at 1008 Piggott avenue. 


Married for Spite.

LINE TO MERAMEC 


When Merger Is Completed 
There Will Be Changes in 
Suburban System. 








WILL RUN FEWER CARS 





Part of Sarah Street Line Will 
Be Abandoned, Accord- 
ing to Rumors. 


General] Manager McCulloch of the 
United Railways Co. said to a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter Thursday that he had 
not- been notified as yet of the consol- 
idation of the United Railways and the 
St. Louis & Suburban system; hence 
he could make no statement as to ru- 


mored changes in the operation of the 
Suburban lines. ¥ 

Report has it that the United Rail- 
ways Co. intends to abolish the Sarah 
street division of the Suburban south 
from Morgan street, and to operate the 
Market street line direct to Meramec 
Highlands, Kirkwood and other sub- 
urban points. ; 

Other changes equally radical are now 
in contemplation and it is said to be the 
purpose of the United Railways Co. to 
cut down the number of its cars on all 
divisions parallel to the Suburban lines. 

“If changes in the Suburban lines are 
under consideration 1 know nothing of 
them,” said Mr. McCulloch. I have not 
been informed that the Suburban sys- 
tem has been merged with the United 
Railways Co. except from newspaper 
report. Nor have I been asked to take 
charge of the Suburban System.”’ 

Mr. McCulloch said further that he did 
not know when President Beggs of the 
United Railways Co. would come to St. 
Louis. Mr. Beggs is at present in New 
York, putting the finishing touches on 
the United Railways-Suburban merger.

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AN UNSAFE AND INSANE — FOURTH, 

That, the celebration of the anniversary of the 
birth of liberty should be marred by casualties which 
rival those of a great battle; that a day of na- 
tional rejoicing should be turned by competition in 
noise-making explosives into a day of pain, terror 
and mourning is a reflection upon the humanity and 
good sense of the American people. .Lack of con- 
sideration for the comfort, limbs and lives of others 
is not one of the desirable fruits of liberty. It 
belongs to.the spirit of brutal license. 

The indications are that this year’s record of 
casualties will exceed that of last year, when tlre 
victims numbered 46 dead and 2505 injured. This 
morning the reported casualties had reached 40 
dead and 2789 injured. The public reports never 
include all of the sufferers. 

This is a terrible price to pay for so-called amuse- 
ment in honor of the Fourth. The actual injuries 
never embrace all the suffering occasioned by the 
use of high explosives. Parents suffer deeply from 
anxiety and the sick are often made worse by the 
continuous racket and jarring explosions. 

The American people should reform the methods 
of celebrating the Fourth. They should insist upon 
a safe and sane celebration. It is now unsafe and 
insane.

Of Dreefar Enemy: 

On the night 6f June 2, 1899, 
Col. Du Paty de Clam, who had 
persecuted Dreyfus systematical- 
ly, attempted suicide in the cel! 
which had once harbored his 
victim. He had been placed there 
on charges of forgery. 

The following morning Emile 
Zola, the famous novelist, who 
wus Dreyfus’ principal champion, 
wrote the following paragraph in 
the course of an article on the 
Dreyfus case: 

“A calamitous man has man- 
aged it all, has done it ali—Col. 
du Paty de Clam. He is the en- 
tire Dreyfus case. It will be fully 
known only when a sincere inves- 
tigation shall have established his 
acts and his responsibilities. He 
appears as the most heady. the 
most intricate of minds, haunted 
with romantic intrigues, delight- 
ing in the methods of the news- 
paper novel, stolen papers, anony- 
mous letters, meetings in deserted 
spots, mysterious women who 
peddle overwhelming proofs by 
night.. It is he who conceived the 
idea, of dictating the bordereau 
to Dreyfus; it is he who dreamed 
of studying it in a room com- 
pletely lined by mirrors; it is he 
whom Maj. Forzinetti represents 
to us armed with a dark lantern 
trying to gain access to the ac- 
cused when asleep in order to 
throw upon his face a sudden 
flood of light and thus surprise 
a confession of his crime in the 
confusion of his awakening. And 
T have not to tell the whole: Iet 
them look, they will find. I de- 
clare simply that Maj. du Paty de 
Clam, intrusted as a judictal of- 
ficer with the duty of preparing 
the Dreyfus case, is, in the order 
of dates and responsibilities, the 
first person guilty of the fearful 
judicial error that has been com- 
mitted.”’

cupidity_of that officer got the better 
of his patriotism. It grew to in- 
ternational proportions, involving many 
exalted person@ges and imperiling the 
peace of the world. 

Capt. Alfred Dreyfus, an officer at- 
tached to the Information Bureau of 
the French Ministry of War, was ar- 
rested on Oct. 15, 1894, on the charge 
of having sold secret8S of state to a 
foreign power. 


The courtmartial of Capt. Dreyfus be- 
gan on Sept. 19, 1894, in the old hall In 
the Rue de Cherche Midi. The trial was 
conducted with the greatest secrecy, 80 
far as anyone outside of the army was 
concerned. At the same time the Ger- 
man Embassy issued a letter —— 
that anybody connected with it ever ha 
a direct or indirect connection with 
Capt. Dreyfus or ever had made an 
effort to have him tried in secret, in- 
stead of in open court. There was a 
sweeping denial in the German Govern- 
ment’s answer to the alleged betrayal of 
French military plans to the embassy 
in Paris. 

The diplomatic denial from Berlin 
availed nothing. A hot newspaper war 
between the journals of France and 
Germany was carried on, but no pub- 
lished or spoken word availed to change 
the issue. Capt: Dreyfus was found 
guilty by a unanimous vote of the court- 
martial before which he was tried on 
Dec. 22, 1894, 

But this was only the beginning of 
the Dreyfus case. 

The Captain was degraded on Jan. 5, 
1895, and under a law passed for the 
purpose, he was deported to Devil's 
Island, off the coast of Guiana. There 
he was kept until brought back to un- 
dergo a new trial ordered by the 
Court of Cassation. 


Col. Piequart Appears. 


When Dreyfus was convicted in 1894 
Col. Sandherr was chief of the Intel- 
ligence Department, in which Dreyfus 
was employed. In 1895 he was suc- 
Picquart. He was an 
honest man, with a taste for justice. 
By accident he learned that Dreyfus 
Was apparently innocent, and that 
Commandant Esterhazy was the trait- 
Or and author of the bordereau. One 
day in May, 1896, the fragments of a 
local pneumatic tube card, or ‘“‘petit 
bleu,” fell into his hands. The card 
was addressed to Esterhazy, and its 
contents seemed to savor of suspicious 
mystery. He took the trouble to get 
samples of Esterhazy’s handwriting in 
order to be prepared for further de- 
velopments, His first glance at these 
samples convinced him that the writ- 
ing was the same as that of the fa- 
mous bordereau, which had been pub- 


to everybody. 
Inquiry revealed the fact that Ester- 
hazy was an unprincipled character; had 


| been hard up for money; had maligned 


the army; had formerly belonged to the 
general staff and had borrowed an artil- 
lery firing manual, which he had never 
returned. In short, it was proved he 
was the author of the bordereau. Before 
Col. Picquart’s discov ery was announced 
Esterhazy’s stock broker, named De 
Castro, independently discovered the 
same fact. 

When Picquart first told his superiors, 
Gens. Gonse and Boisdeffre of his dis- 
covery they showed great interest and 
told him to go ahead. After a few days 
his superiors changed their tone and en- 
joined “prudence.’’ All possible obstacles 
were a in his way and at the same 
time Esterhazy was warned and he des- 
nepeing 4 .. ony Say ond the borders of

Since then all France has been kept 
stirred up by incidents growing out of 
the banishment of Dreyfus. Among 
those who took sides with him and de- 
nounced the Government was Emile 
Zola, the novelist. He was arrested and 
tried pyfben poing sentenced to un- 

r’s imprisonment and a 
fine of 5000 crenea. iy 

Revisions were asked for, but refused. 
Col. Henry, one of the principals in the 
affair, confessed that he had forged pa- 
pers which helped to bring about the 
conviction of Dreyfus, and after he was 
arrested and imprisoned he committed 
suicide. Resignations of high officials 
who had taken part followed in rapid 
succession, and when the Brisson in- 
istry came into power one of ite first 
acts was to place the Dreyfus case in 
the hands of the Court of Cassation, 
and the court began the work of revi- 
sion, and decided to grant him a new 
trial, which is now proceeding.

PLOT TO SMUGGLE 


ALIENS 1S FOUND 


18 Foreigners, Rejected by Im- 
migration Officers, Hidden 
in Life Boats. 


BOSTON, MASS., July 5.—An attempt 
to smuggle undesirable and rejected im- 
migrants into this country was discov- 
ered yesterday upon the arrivai here of 








the White Star Liner Romanic from 
Italy and the Azores. Eighteen aliens, 
all of whom had been rejected because 
of disease or infirmities, were found hid- 
den in the lifeboats on the me gi deck, 
having. been smuggled on boa he ves- 
se] with the assistance of some of the 
petty officers and the Italian agents at 
Naples, who, for a consideration, make 
a practice of helping these poor unfor- 
tunates to get to America. 

The discovery, it is believed, has un- 
earthed one of the most gigantic swin- 
dies brought to light in recent years in 
connection with immigrants, and Im- 
migration Commissioner Billings says 
he believes that the situation will be 
found to be even worse in New York.
